Class Athletics: - : 


The autumn of 1945 found the Class of 1949 entering Pinkerton Academy. 
In the years to come, the boys of the Class of ’49 were to help establish a sports 
record that would be tops in the entire state. 

Our first year at P. A. found the boys out for all sports, getting training 
and experience. Four of our boys were on the football squad, learning to 
handle themselves in order that they might be the future stars of P. A. 

In the traditional Freshman-Sophomore football game, the boys of ’49 held 
a powerful Sophomore team to a scoreless tie. 

When basketball rolled around, our class was well represented when “Speed” 
Hodgdon, Billy Hepworth, and Ray Caron made the Junior Varsity. 

These same boys made the baseball squad, and Ray Caron gained his numerals. 

The football season of 1946 came and the boys of our class responded to 
the call to practice by Coach McKernan. Nine boys of our class were on the 
squad and Bob Merrill and George Tyler earned their letters. These two boys 
were to become the grid stars of P. A. in the future. 

The basketball season of ’46 and ’47, our second year at P. A., began a long 
reign of supremacy in the sports field for Pinkerton. We were very proud of the 
boys of our class who provided so much help for the basketball team that year. 
Cappy Tyler, Speed Hodgdon, Ray Caron, Billy Hepworth, and Bob Cournoyer 
were all on the squad. “Heppy” was captain of the undefeated jayvees. After a 
successful season, Pinkerton went to the Class B tournament at Durham. With 
Cappy Tyler playing an important position as center, P. A. captured the State 
Class B Championship of New Hampshire. 

When the letters were awarded at the banquet, the Class of 49 were happy 
to see Ray Caron, Cappy Tyler, and Speed Hodgdon receiving them. 

The spring of 1947 brought baseball to our class. Cappy Tyler, Ray Caron, 
Billy Hepworth, and Bob Merrill earned their letters in baseball..Cappy Tyler 
received a silver baseball for the highest batting average of the entire team. 
Bumpy Bartlett was also on the squad. 

We were now entering our third year at P. A. The boys that were small had 
grown, matured and now they were ready for a great year in football. There 
were nine of our boys on the squad. Cappy Tyler and Bob Merrill were two of 
the fullbacks on the team. Both made the second team of the All-State. Carl Barn- 
ard and Curt Henderson also played on the first team and were rewarded with 
their letters along with Bob and Cappy. It was with the help of these boys that 
Coach McKernan was able to turn out the only undefeated football team in the 
state.

The Class of ’49 had now contributed to a championship football team and 
basketball team. In November, 1947, six of our boys reported to Coach McKernan 
to help defend the school’s Class B title. Four of these boys all played on the 
first team during the year. They were Ray Caron, Speed Hodgdon, Cappy Tyler, 
and Billy Hepworth. Jimmy Dougan and Bob Cournoyer provided much reserve 
strength. The team finished the season with thirteen wins and four losses. 


With such a fine record, Pinkerton was again invited to the Class B tourna- 
ment. In the first game, Speed Hodgdon led the team to victory by hitting the 
nets for twenty-five points. The second game was an easy victory for P. A., and 
in the third game another of our classmates, Ray Caron, helped the cause with 
fourteen points, to lead the team into the finals. It was a proud Class of ’49 that 
watched three of their classmates practically single-handed, win the championship. 
For the top three scorers were Speed, Ray, and Billy Hepworth respectively . Two 
of our classmates made the All-State team, Ray Caron and Speed Hodgdon. Ray 
also won the state foul shooting contest. 


Jimmy Dougan and Bob Cournoyer helped the Jayvees as they swept to an- 
other undefeated season. Henry Therriault, of our class, was Varsity basketball 
manager. 


The Class of 49 was proud to see five of their boys on the baseball team. 
James Hodgdon was on the squad. Letters were awarded to Cappy Tyler, Bob 
Merrill, Curt Henderson, Billy Hepworth, and Ray Caron. Again the silver base- 
ball went to a member of our class, as Billy Hepworth piled up the highest batting 
average of the team. 


Autumn, 1948—Our last year at P. A. Judging by the turnout of our class 
for football, it was evident that we were out for another championship football 
team. Twelve of our boys made the Varsity football squad. Nine of these boys 
earned their letters. Cappy Tyler was Captain and leader of an All-Senior back- 
field comprised of Buddy Caron, Billy Hepworth, and Carl Barnard. Also in the 
line were Curt Henderson, John Bartlett, Robert Merrill and Robert Hicks. 
Gordon Lovell also played enough to receive his letter. 


With such a team, P. A. went to a second consecutive undefeated season. 
The Class of 49 was proud of Bob Merrill, who made the All-Star first team 
end. Cappy Tyler made second team All-State and other members of our class 
received honorable mention. Maurice MacDonald was manager of the football 
team. 


Thus the boys of our class left the football field after establishing a record 
that will prove a challenge to other classes in years to come. 

The Class of ’49 provided the nucleus for the basketball team our last 
season. An All-Senior team led by Co-Captains Ray Caron and Speed Hodgdon 
with Bill Hepworth, Cappy Tyler, Jimmy Dougan and Bob Cournoyer piled up 
an impressive record of thirteen wins and four losses. 

With this record, P. A. was again invited to the tournament at Durham, for 
the third straight year and our boys were resolved to leave P. A. as champions. 
The first tournament game came up and found Co-Captain James Hodgdon un- 
able to play because of illness. But all the boys were a credit to the school and 
the Seniors to their class, and they went on to take four straight wins for the 
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third championship in a row. Billy Hepworth and Ray Caron made the All-State 
team. Ray for the second straight year. 

Our last sport at Pinkerton was baseball. Our five returning lettermen, led 
by Captain Bill Hepworth, formed the nucleus for the club. 

And so went our four years at P. A. We are very happy that our boys 
played on two undefeated teams and three State Class B Championship teams. 
Unmeasurable credit goes to Coach Gordon McKernan, Coach Curran, and Mr. 
Hackler for making athletics possible and so successful. -

The spring took us by the hand and soon we turned our attention to volley- 
ball and softball. 

In the fall of ’48, with much experience in field hockey, we won the champion- 
ship, led by Barbara Kingsbury. Now we had two cups on our mantel in our 
home room. 

This year in basketball, Onie Morrill led us to our second championship. Our 
class was represented by three girls on the Varsity team—Captain Judy Gibbs, 
Cammie Madden, and Barbara Kingsbury. 

Soon volleyball and softball were scheduled. We challenged the Faculty to 
a softball game. The Faculty won by a tight score. 

The last year rolled around and with sad but determined faces, we reported 
to the hockey field. Betty Lou Scroggins was captain. Again, we were the champs. 

In basketball the team had hard luck. Many of the girls had to work and we 
had difficulty getting a team together.
